ENERGY EFFICIENCY 

@ Replace escalators with variable-speed escalators 
(operating at 20% speed in sleep mode) with 
regenerative power systems to reduce heat dissipation 
and feed electricity back into grid 


@ Comprehensive station relamping - replace florescent 
lights with LED lights
